Officers of the U. S. army admit 
this would be a highly conv enient army 
nucleus in time of emergency , but the 
gov ernment doesn’t know where aYiv 
of these men are ex cept the national 
1 guardsmen.

Roughly estimated there are 5 00,- 
000 national guardsmen and ex -n a­ 
tional guardsmen; ov er 17 5 ,000 army 
and nav y ‘alumni’ between 18 0,000 
and 200,000 Spanish War v eterans 
and 7 5 ,000 college cadets.

Statute Defended on

a Nominating Device.

wide primary election law, passed by 
the Legislature last winter, were pre­ 
sented to the Supreme Court of In­ 
diana yesterday by attorneys who 
are endeavoring to uphold the law 
and by others who contend that it is 
invalid. With fhe closing of the argu­ 
m ents shortly after 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon, after an all-day session, 
the court had been given all the con­ 
tentions of both sides, and a decision 
is looked for in ample time before 
the holding of the primary on March 
7. 
The chief contention was about 
Secs. 10 and 13, the operation of 
which makes the law unconstitutional, 
according to the appellants, and 
which are vital to its practicability, 
according to Attorney General Stot- 
senburg and others who appeared 
with him. 
The Floyd ( ircuit ( ourt 
held See. 13 invalid because it pre­ 
scribes 
that 
candidates 
seeking 
places on a ticket shall pay a tee 
equal to 1 per cent, of their first 
year’s -salary as a qualification for 
getting on the primary ticket. Judge 
Ewbank, in the Marion Circuit Court, 
held Sec. 10 invalid because it would 
deprive a large number of men from 
voting because 
of its requirement 
that those who support a given ticket 
at the primary must have supported 
a majority of the candidates on that 
ticket at the preceding general elec­ 
tion. 
Addison C. Harris and William H. 


Thompson, representing Carl 11. Mote, 
who appealed as the plaintiff in the 
test suit in the Marion Court, direct­ 
ed their shafts principally at Sec. 10, 
but Mr. Harris also referred to other 
sections. 
Throughout the entire ar­ 
gument the chief contention on both 
sides was on whether the primary is 
an election or whether it is not an 
election. 
Harris and others who ar­ 
gued against the statute contended 
that the primary is an election with­ 
in the full meaning of the Indiana 
law, while 
Stotsenburg

that it is not an election, but merely 
the evolution 
of the more crude 
methods of selecting candidates for 
office which w?ere in force many 
years ago.
